We all know that Harden was witty and 
always full of ideas. Once he gave Mr. 
Greenwall a word picture of the Kaiser 
holding a review at Kiel. Harden imitated 
the deafening salute of the guns and the 
Kaiser stumping up and down the deck 
of a battleship basking in the sunlight 
of glory. “The Kaiser whom you 
read,” declared Harden, “was only the 
facade. The real man is a poor thing, 
not responsible for the war, but merely a

organising powers. Great breadth of face 

in the region of the cheeks and the lower part 

of the jaw, if not the result of mere fatness, 

is generally indicative of a certain want o! 

delicacy and refinement of mind, as exempli- 
fied in Luther and Bunyan. 

With regard to the shape of the face, a 
long, narrow one indicates a narrow and 
bigoted disposition, and a broad one good 
humour and breadth of sympathy. An oval 
face ints to aristocratic blood; and wé 
observe in the: old ivory miniature of out 
ancestors how often the painters gave thit 
shape of face to their sitters. A high and 
narrow forehead surély warns us of want of 
baliast, while general breadth of head show! 
the opposite. Shakespeare and Goethe occut 
to us as instances in which a lofty forehead 
was accompanied. by genius. 

The eyes and the mouth are both tell-ta'e 
features. There is, however, this difference 
between them—that the eyes show rather what 
are the present habits of the possessor, 
whereas his mouth shows his natural dis- 

ion and tendencies. Thick lips express 
sensuality, and hanging, drooping lips, which 
are usually somewhat thick, express weakness 
of character, which is often combined with 
sensuality and cruelness. Thin, compressed 
lips indicate tenacity of purpose, and if very 
thin meanness as well. A long upper lip shows 
shrewdness and hardness. Large lips ar 
likely to go with generosity and, perhaps, 
extravagance. 

Of all features the eye is the most capable 
of expressing any kind of emotion, if it 's 
real, but it is difficult to teach it to feign an 
emotion that is not really felt. Hamlet wrote 
in his note-book that “a man may smile and 
smile and be a villain.” He may indeed smile 
with his lips, but if his heart is not in 
harmony his eyes will betray him. 

The colour of the eyes is rather an im- 

rtant point. Grey eyes mean intellect; 
lune eyes anger and affection; brown eyes ' 
gentleness; black great vivacity of tempera 
ment; green astonishment. Eyes which never 
look us straight in the face, if it is not caused 
by shyness, create in us a feeling of distrust 
and uneasiness; while, on the contrary, eyes 
which look direct into ours and have a stead- 
fast, penetrating glance give us the comfort 
able assurance that all is well.

THE MILK OUESTION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

—Mr. Lupton, K.C., holding an exalted 
position in the city of Dublin, as a leading 
magistrate, evidently considers it his duty 
to instruct the public how best to hit those 
bold, bad men—to wit, the country farmers, 
and thus compel them to give the citv dairies 
a guarantee with the milk. What milk’ The 
milk bought or the stuff they se/!' 

Guarantee, indeed! Business men only smile 
at a lawyer's crass ignorance of simple facts. 
Milk comes from the country in railway 
churns, bearing both sender’s and consignee’s 
name. Inspectors sample milk at railway 
termini as well as in shops. In milk 
found defective before consignee takes delivery 
the farmer is liable. but once bulk is broken 
neither law nor common-sense can blame the 
country farmer if milk is being sold defective. 
Of what value, then, is a guarantee’ 

again, milk may come into the shop all 
right, but when sold by the shopkeeper may 
prove , although the seller has not 
tampered with it! Such a case recently 
happened, and the explanation is simple. 

A counterpan was kept filled up from rail- 
way churn as customers were supplied, and 


until children ~came frem school. In 
the meantime, of course, the cream came to 
the top, and consequently an undue proportion 
was removed when pan was next filled, leaving 
the balance deficient in fats. In the evening 
a sample was taken, when the churn was 
néarly empty, and, of course, was defective. 

The shopkeeper did not blame the farmer, 
with whose milk she was quite satisfied, 
but explained to the magistrate that the - 
was her o for not keeping the bulk o 
milk heol tinn Gilling uj we pan, and 
that when the sample was E. áá only a quart 
of milk was left. Notwithstanding this candid 
statement, His Worship, when imposing a 
fine, sternly remarked : ‘‘ You should have had 
a fees with this milk.” 

n future farmers should not take abuse 
| lying down, since the Irish Times has offered 
us @ page, for which we are grateful. 

"Our old J.P’s. had their faults, but they 
were country-bred—“ kindly [Irish of the 
Irish "”—and understood farm life in a way 
our new men can’t be expected. We get 
strict legal decisions now, but it does not 
always spell justice. Recently in Co. Wicklow 
several milk dealers in the same town were 
prosecuted for the same offence—selling poor 
milk. As the cases were proved, fines were 
imposed in the several cases, until the turn 
came of a titled nobleman, who could afford 
to employ a learned K.C. and experts, and 
although they accepted the analyst's figures, 
which showed results below the legal standard, 
yet this case was dismissed, while the strugg- 
ling traders (whose bread and butter depends 
on their busitiess, and against whom this 
gentleman is competing for customers) were all 
air play is a jewel! 

This leads on to a most important subject, 
viz.:—Is the. legal standard for milk right 
and just? Is it fair to punish any person 
for a so-called offence if that perton is not 
really responsible, or if circumstances beyond 
control defeat his efforts to do right !—what 
might be called “an act of God.’ 

At a recent show in the West of England 
‘held in early summer, but during a spell 
of wintry weather, the milking test showed 
results t astonished the owners, because 
all the cows produced milk much below 
their usual standard of quality, and, con- 
sequently, did not do justice to themselves 
or their owners. In a few weeks after, at 
an important. show at Bristol, no less than 
five cows of one were rejected as well 
as several other famous milchers, because 
their milk was deficient in fats. Again, at 
the last Dublin Spring Show one of the best 
cows showed less than 3 per cent. fats when 
tested, but at the next milking recorded over 
4 per cent. These are facts officially recorded, 
and can easily be verified. 

As the cost of showing a cow may be any- 
thing up to £10, ‘it goes without saying that 
no .person will enter a cow for the milk test 
whose milk is not usually up to the standard ; 
because, instead of an advertisement for these 
grand cows, Such public exposure would have 
an adverse effect ; and for the milk of several 
such cows at the same show to be rejected 
proves conclusively that the dairyman is not 
always to blame when circumstances are 
adverse.’ 

For instance, at this time of year grass 
grows luxuriantly, and cattle always look full 
and thriving where the land: has not been 
overstocked, ‘but farmers and dealers know 
only too well that it is of poor fattening 
qualities, This soft watery herbage also 
lowers the tone of the milk, and during a 
spell of cold, @et weather it is next to im- 
possible to maintain the Standard with any 
of the Shorthorn breed, while, the Ayrshire 
and Friesian cannot be depended on, and only 
the Jersey is reliable. 

The Board of Agriculture is quite aware of 
this. bat surely in the farmers’ interest they 
should speak out and have the law amended 
if necessary. Their attitude seems to be~ 
Hush ! hush !! don’t let this be known—in all 
conscience, the sinndard of milk is quite low 
enough without our giving the milk dealers 


a handle, etc., etc. What say your readers’

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SILAGE AS A FARM CROP, 


L—HOW IT HELPS. 
—&& 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 


At this season, when farm policy on the 
arable demands attention, tillage is surely 
entitled to a place in our deliberations. 
Much of the real value of silage is hidden 
under the bushel of controversy. gin Cl 
tions patent to the practical man have 
too prominent, and he, being drawn up short 
by the destructive obstacle of capital, has 
not been sufficiently encouraged to continue 
his inguries by the indication of a construc- 
tive policy of improved methods. 


Big Initial Oatlay. 


With reference to the Tower silo, one is 
unavoidably faced with a big investment of 
initia] capital. The one loophole of perfectly 
logical argument to those who can afford it 
being that even this has its advantages over 
the cumulative and ultimately larger sums 
spent annually upon growing forms of 
nutriment. e may emphatically state that 
the advantages of the costlier Tower form over 
other methods of stacking, clamping, . and 
pitting lie briefly in (1) availability—+c., 
storing by one operation in convenient space 
right on the spot for using; (2) form—i.c., as 
chaff .in the best possible condition for mix- 
ing; (3) convenience—with little of the sur- 
face waste of the other methods and diffi- 
culties, associated with cutting ont solid 
massés of gummy material, and offering con- 
veniently to cattle. 

It «an scarctly be over emphasised that 
different problems face individual farmers. 
Thus the dry climate man aims at part sub- 
stitution of roots—whereas his more Western 
brother may find his greatest difficulty lies 
in thé harvesting of hay. Each will then 
seek to modify his area and mixture of seed 
to suit his circumstances. 


Silage for Heavy Land. 


As iar as rotation goes, undoubtedly the 
heavy land, dry climate farmer has in silage 
the most valuable and certain ally in his 
fight against drought—tncertain seed bed 
and germination—small root crops, and 
labour of cleaning. ._ Whilst the. fact that 
cleaning is equally effective and far cheaper, 
and yield relatively greater, at the same time 
limiting his area and difficulties of handling 
fhay would seem also to encourage the latter 
in its use. Above all, on heavy land especi- 
ally, the rotation is broadened and cheapened, 
and the condition of the land improved, 
wherever it may be. 

It is in method, however. that 
the greatest field for improvement lies. 
is, perhaps, not generally recognised that 
very effective results and much 'econome will 
be obtained if the silage mixture is drilled 
directly upon surface cultivation alone. Thus 
the cereal stubbles are simply treated with 
horse cultivator, broadshare,. disc-harrow—or 
even merely disc drilled. In this case it is 
not only quickly and cheaply: handled, but. it 
raost definitely replaces one function. of. the 
root crop in the rotation—in that the annuals 
seeding in the previous straw crop are grown 
out and cut with the silage, instead of, as 
often happens, being ploughed in too deep to 

erminate, and being dormant till their pro- 

able resurrection in the following straw 
crop.

Crops to Sow. 


Various mixtures may be used ; most favotir 
centring round such a one as one bushel 
tares, two bushel. oats, on® bushel beans 
per statute acre for heavy land, oats of a 
strawy, tillering type, such as the Scotch 
varieties, being used. Much variation is 
possible, restricted chiefly by such considera- 
tions as rotation requirements, freedom from 
disease, etc.—alternative uses, such as hay— 
and type of soil. 

Cutting will not be found difficult with an 
ordinary mowing machine. If, however, the 
crop be laid—and to avoid extra labour in the 
form of followers to turn the swath or dié- 
entangle vetches—the writer has found the 
great advantage of removing the guide arm, or 
swath turner, from the mowing machine, thus 
cutting each successive swath with the wheel 
mark for guide, and avoiding all muzzling. 
A crop of this description on heavy land 
autumn sown can be counted on to produce 
8-10 tons silage per statute acre—any residue 
over silo requirements being available for hay. 

Che eutting, carting, and chaffing can take 
place during damp days in hay harvest— 
when, provided wheels will run, the material 
may be put into the silo even wet, being 
chaffed and blown up into the tower by any 
engine or well governed tractor of 26 h.p. 
Under all circumstances, exclusion of all the 
air possible is the main and essential object, 
and the general principles underlying quality 
of silage appear to be . 

1. The drier the material, the looser— 
and more air of necessity up to a point— 
generation of heat and sweet silage. 

2. Inversely the wetter, the denser, less air. 
lower temperatiire, sourer. The condition. of 
the crop otherwise, and its maturity, also in- 
fluence thisg@ Something between the two is 
to be sought, but most things on the farm 
are governed by expediency, and si'aye, of 
all others. is a crop of convenience: There- 
fore, in the interests of hay or clearing of 
the land, it may have to retreat some few 
steps from perfection. 


Good Material Needed. 4 


Bear in mind,. however. that it is no use 
putting rubbish inte the silo and expecting to 
pet good stuff ont of it. Outting is followed 

y a bastard fallow, when a seed-bed,; partly 
manured by nitrogen fram the legumes, stands 
prepared for wheat, The amount a silo will 
hold depends chiefly upon the pressure and 
the time taken in filling. Intervals .of two 
days ensure sinkage and greater storage capa- 


distributed per ton. Longer intervals mean 
surface waste, although late crops may be 
added when. and if room permits, at will. 
Using, or refraining therefrom, is subject to 
the same consideratiens. 

Since absolute air proofing . and durability 
are al] important, and drainage appears from 
most evidence to be neither necessary nor 
desirable, it stands to reason that where the 
landlord's interest can be enlisted, and the ne- 
cessary raw material is not too inaccessible, 
the we ed concrete building 
many advantages over other types.

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“CULTURE OF WINTER 
WHEAT.

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Mr. W. H. Darker, 24 Lower Ormond quay, 
in, writes :'— 

Pwwith the approach of the season for the 
selection and sowing of winter wheats, farmers 
are recommended to take particular care to 
have the seed-bed in perfect condition before 
sowing. Partial failure of the crop is fre- 
quently attributable to the ground having 
been carelessly prepared, ‘the result being 
that often as much as 25 per cent. of the 
seed does not get a reasonable chance of 
erminating. 
: it is advisable that seed whect should be 
obtained from the best wheat districts of 
England or Scotland, as the small difference in 
price between native and imported seed is 
more than compensated for in the quality and 
yield. : 
“ There are new varielies oí winter wheats 
coming on the market every year, but the 
enerál experience is that Double Stand-up, 
Saves Wilhelmina, Square Head Red and 
Square Head Master give the most satisfactory 
resuits, both from the farmer's and miller’s 
standpoint.

Hop-picking commenced in Kent generally 
during the week-end, and in most districts it 
was tound that the hops were excellent in 
quality. Kent also has a large crop of apples, 
contrary to e tion. 

Sir Robert Sanders, the British Minister of 
Agriculture, speaking last week at dge- 
water, said that the Government were: pre- 
pared to bring in a bill to allow the admission 
of pedigree breeding stock to this country on 
reciprocal terms with the Dominions, subject 
to the necessary veterinary precautions. 

The appointment by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture of a poultry commissioner shows a 
proper appreciation of the growing importance 
of the poultry industry. It is also a fitting 
recognition of the pert played by the National 
Poultry Council. 

At the Royal Horticultura! Hall in London 
last week Lord Burnham opened a. show of 
vegetables grown in the suburbs of London. 
Some of the exhibits were quite extraordinary, 
beating those grown under country conditions. 
Parsnips grown in Hammersmith were a yard 
long; onions weighing one and a half pounds 
were raised at Green, while beans four- 
teen inches long and a mbgnificent dish of 
blood red onions were shown. 

Great progress is being made with the 
arrangements for the Scottish Dairy Show, 
which the Glasgow Corporation are promot- 
ing, and which is to be held in the Kelvin 
Hall, in that city, from November 7th to 
November 14th. It has been decided that a 
sum of £5,000 shall be awarded as prize money 
in the various sections, apart from valuable 
trophies, cups and medals, and a very large 
entry in all sections is confidently expected. 
Schedules.are now being issued for all sections 
of the show at the Kelvin Hall. 

Sir dagadis Chandra Bose, Professor 
Emeritus of the Presidency College, Calcutta, 
is on his way to demonstrate some recent dis- 
coveries to students and learned societies. A 
few years ago Sir Jagadis proved that there 
are “‘heart-throbbings”’ in plants, and now 
he has .been able to record the effect of 
infinitesimal amounts of chemicals on the life 
and constitution of plants. The instruments 
with which he has been conducting experi- 
ments in fattening plants show the actual 
process of assimilation by plants of a millionth 
part of a gramme of chemical substanee. 

Mr. Felix Blakemore, past President of the 
National Chamber of Trade, at a meeting last 
week, commented upon the increases in the 
prices. of butter, cheese and bacon. He re- 
marked that at this time of the year a slight 
advance in dairy products was: always to be 
expected, but nothing approaching the present 
figures. “The immediate result was that the 
Ministry of Labour index figures had gone up 
two points for July, and would probably rise 
one or two points more when the Au 
figures were announced on the 18th of the 
present month. Mr. Blakemore attributed the 
increases to the dockers’ strike. 

Dunninald Daphne, a British Friesian cow 
owned by Mr. KE. Furness, of Hamels Park, 
Bantingford, Herts, has yielded 3,159 gelions 
of milk in 314 days, thus eclipsing the previous 
milking record set up by another British 
Friesian cow, Brookside Colantha, of 3,155 
gallons in 365 days. As the new champion has 
yet 51 days of her lactation period to expire, 
and she is still producing six gallons daily, 
she should leave the old record far behind. 

At a large meeting of agriculturists, held at 
Reading last week, a resolution was adopted, 
urging that, as there is no commercial treaty 
with the United States that. would bar the 
taxation of their barley, the Government 
should consider the desirability of placing a 
ten-shilling duty on United States barley. A 
member stated that he had had a letter from 
the Ministry of Agriculture to the effect that 
the reason why no tax was put on malting 
barley was that certain ‘commercial treaties 
with foreign countries barred the way. He 
thought that the Ministry should have named 
those countries. They had no malt barley 
from Canada, and they did not mind New 
Zealand, but there was no treaty with the 
United States which would prevent a duty 
on malt barley, They made no beer there, 
and all their barley came to England. | 


Speaking to members of the Antrim Cow 
Testing Association who visited the Ulster 
Dairy School at Cookstown, Mr. Hugh Dales 
said that the Northern Ministry of Agricul- 
ture was out to help the plain farmer and 
his family. Their methods could-be put into 
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Wheat.—In the midland and southern 
counties most of the winter wheat was cut 
and stooked, and in some cases séfély stacked. 
The crop promises a good yield of grain and 
an average retiirn of straW. Spring sown 
wheat is ripening slowly, and may not yield 
well .

Oats.—In Waterford and other southern 
counties cutting was begun between the 6th 
and 13th-of August, but over most of the 
country harvesting was not general till near 
the end of the month. In the late counties 
the crop ripened slowly, and in some fields is 
not expected to be ready for cutting till near 
the end of September. Most of the winter 
oate—Tawny and Black Winter—grown im 
Wexford and surrounding counties has been 
thrashed out, and give a satisfactory yield 
of grain. . Spring oats in general turned out a 
rather light crop, though there were occasional 
heavy fields. 6 latter suffered much from 
lodging, and this made the harvesting of the 
ctop very slow and tedious. In some parts oí 
C>. Cork the cutting of the crop was finished 
at mid-August, and the result of early 
threshings showed @ revurn of 15 to 17 ewt. 
per Statute acre: black oats in that county 
opened at Gs. per cwt., or 14s. per barrel. 
The opinion is general that the grain will be 
under average in yield, and only of fair 
quality. The late and wnéven ripening of the 
crop fs considered th some counties to 
account for the grain being badly filled.

Barley Jikewise-ripened slowly, and did not 
reach the cutting stage till fully three weeks 
later than usual. In such early. counties as 
Carlow and North Tipperary, few fields were 
ripe enough tó be cut at 1st September. In 
the former county the two varieties most 
widely grown—B145 and Spratt-Archer—are 
stated ‘to look weli, and promise te yield up 
to 12 barrels per Statute acre in favoured 
fields. In Oo. Dabliama. yield of 6 to 10 
barrels per Statute acre is expected. In Co. 
Wexford a ga vield of grain is 
anticipated. In South Kildare” the crop 
late, and considered... lighter than 
last year’s. In Co, Kulkenny the yield, 
it is stated. will be under average. 
In County Louth the.crop.is.thin.and will be 
below average in yield of grain: about ‘half 
of the crop has been cut and stacked at Ist 
September. At the latter date very little 
had been cut in Offaly, where the crop was 
much lodged by the August rains: the straw 
is short, but carries a good head, and the

Blight was reported in a number 
of -counties at mid-August, but the low 
temperature prevented it from spreading 
widely. re are complaints from some 
counties that the hanalms withered greatly 
during*the last fortnight of August, and even 
in fields which had been spraved.

INDIA OFFICE TAKES ACTION. 


Some few months ago an incident occurred 
on board of a British ship in Karachi, which 
aroused the greatest indignation amongst 
merchant serviee captains and officers 
throughout the East. Through a cargo sling 
carrying away, a coolie, engaged in loading 
the ship, was killed. T rt regulations in 
regard to cargo slings been carried out 
to the letter so far the ship was con- 
cerned, and no blame in the circumstances 
could, therefore, be attached to anyone in 
connection with the ship. On the next day, 
however, the captain y: arrested on board 


of his ship by a white police officer, assisted 
by native police, without a warrant, and con- 
veyed to the police’ station, a crowd of 
natives being spectators of the incident. 
Heavy bail had to be deposited, pending the 
hearing of the case next day, the sailing of 
the ship being delayed for some time. ‘The 
magistrate completely exonerated the captain 
from all blame in the matter. 

The Imperial Merchant Service Guild, of 
which society the captain is a member, on 
receiving a report of the case, at once pro- 
tested most strongly to the India Office. A 
full report was called for by the India Office 
from the Government of Bombay, and the 
Secretary of the Guild has now been in- 
formed by -uat de ent that the whole 
matter has been investigated by the Govern- 
ment of Bombay, who have expressed their 
strong disapproval of the action taken -by 
the police on this occasion, and that orders 
have been given to the effect that the In- 
spector of police who arrested the captain 
sould be removed. from his duties at the 
Port of Karachi.

The latest futile police effort to check the 
working of economic forces takes the form 
to-day of the issue of an Edict ordering all 
shopkeepers and market stall-holders to main- 
tain for 24 hours the prices once fixed. Thus 
prices must be fixed at 8 o clock in the morn- 
ing for vegetables, fruit, eggs, fish, and 
meat, and at ó o'clock in the afternoon for 
tea. ‘Flying police” patrols have been 
organised to see that the regulations are en- 
forced, but*the order will merely result in the 
farther holding up of food supplies by the 
peasants.

GENERAL HARINGTON ON 


GALLIPOLI. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, September 15. 

At the dedication of the British cemetery 
at Suvla Bay this morning, at which repre- 
sentatives of the Navy, Army, and Air Force, 
as well as of the Press of the Commonwealth 
of Australia and the Dominion of New 
Zealand, were present, General Harington 
made the following speech :— 

We have now the last solemn and heautiful 
task to perform—to bid farewell to those 
whom we leave behind on the Gallipoli Penin- 
sula. We have assured ourselves, and the 
countrymen, the parents, wives, brothers and 
sisters of these gallant men, that their loved 
ones have received all the care and attention 
which is justly their due. That it is im- 
possible to doubt. There is nothing 
more beautiful than the cemeteries of 
the Peninsula. Nothing can exceed the care 
bestowed on them by Colonel] Hughes and his 
assistants of the Imperial War Graves Com- 
mission. Their work will live for all time. 
The cemeteries will. I am confident, always 
be respected by our enemies of yesterday, 
and our friends, as I hope, of to-day and to- 
morrow. 

General Harington then referred graphi- 
cally to the scenes which had been witnessed 
eight years ago on the sacred ground on 
which they were standing, and to the gal- 
lantry, doggedness, and sufferings of the 
troops at that time, adding that all the in- 
formation to which he had had access since 
he had been in Constantinople went to show 
how near complete victory we had been. He 
sdncluded by comparing the present evacua- 
tion to that of the Dardanelles, eight years 
ago. “In both cases.” he said, ' we leave, 
with respect, the Turkish soldiers who eight 
years ago respected the British Dominion. 
soldiers for their wonderful bravery, and to- 
day respect them for their conduct and re- 
straint through the difficult times here. —

In well-informed French quarters, the de- 
cision taken by the Ambassadors’ Conference 
this evening for the settlement of the Italo- 
Greek dispute embodies the following pro- 
visions :— 

(1) Italian oy will firstly have 
evacuate Corfu by September 27. 

(2) If by that date reports received by the 
Conference of Ambassadors through the 
Inter-Allied Commission. of Inquiry show 
that Greece has not done  every- 
thing possible for the detection 
and punishment of the murderers of 
Italian officers belonging to the delimination 
Commission, the fifty million lire deposited by 
the Hellenic authorities will be handed over to 
the Italian Government as reparations. 

It is stated here on good bha that the 
Allied representatives were in complete agree- 
ment, both as regards the drafting of the 
instructions to be given to the Commission 
of Inquiry and the conditions under which 
Corfu is to be evacuated. It is stated that 
the above conditions were drafted in a manner 
satisfactory to the interested parties. 

The Note, which has been sent to Athens 
and communicated to the League of Nations, 
will contain the decisions reached in_ this 
question by the Conference. The solution 
which is in the nature of a compromise, will, 
it is stated on good authority, bring relief as 
regards the forthcoming evacuation of Corfu, 
which will doubtless take place before 
October 1. At the same time, the Note pro- 
vides for guarantees as regards the legitimate

ITALY’S ATTITUDE CAUSES 


ANXIETY. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that, while British 
official circles are unwilling to comment on 
the Fiume situation, the report that Italy has 
refused to accept Swiss arbitration in her 
dispute with Jugo-Slavia has given rise to 
considerable anxiety in teapenaible quarters in 
London. i 

It is felt to be impossible to disguise the 
apprehension that, im view of the Italian 
ultimatum to Jugo-Slavia, which expires to- 
morrow, some rash action may be attempted 
by one of the parties concerned, which might 
easily lead these two countries into danger 
of war. a 

It is understood that “the situation is 
causing gs concern to fé French Govern- 
ment, which is, of coursé, far more closely 
involved in the dispute than Great Britain, 
owing to France's close connection with the 
Little Entente. It is sincerely hoped that 
direct negotiations for a settlement of the 
dispute may still be possible. 


CONDITIONS IN FIUME. 


STRONG ITALIAN FORCE 


READY TO ACT. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE,

SUSSAK, FIUME TERRITOR 
Wednesday (Recesved Thursday). 

Through the efforts of the Jugo-Slav 
authorities, I have succeeded in penetrating 
the red tape and confusion of mixed authorit 
in the disputed Fiume territory to Suasak 
to-day. Life in Sussak goes on normally in 
the intense pursuit of the timber trade. 

The authorities here state that no military 
action will be taken against Italy if Mussolini 
annexes Fiume. Jugo-Slavia wishes peace at 
present, and has absolutely decided not to at- 
tack Italy unless attacked first. Jugo-Slavia 
forces around Fiume number about men, 
provided with no artillery or aircraft, in 
order to give Italy no pretext for attacking 
them. ‘Italian for along the Southern 
frontier comprise 18, men, heavy artillery, 
aircraft, guris, field guns, and a cars, 
ready to move at a moment’s notice. 

The Jugo-Slav. authorities state that they 
have instructions from Belgrade to avoid any 
trouble with Italy. Should Italy annex Fiume 
Jugo-Slavia will refer the matter to the 
League of Nations, and hopes for a peaceful 
settlement on the basis of the Treaty of 
Rapallo.

He will be assisted by the 
Assistant Commissioner of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police and Civic Guards, as well as 
by an officer fróm General Headquarters of 
the National Army. “As has already been 
stated, the boat, train which the President 
will travel from>-Holvhead on will arrive at 
Dun Laoghaire At 5.15 p.m., when the local 
Reception Committe will go aboard. At 6 
p.m. the Presi x" ill step ashore, and will 
be welcomed if Mr. M. J. Devitt, Chairman 
of Dun Laoghaire Urban Council. 

A salute of gtins will be fired when the 
vessel arrives in the harbour. Addresses will 
also be presented, and a fanfare of trumpets 
will be sounded as soon as the President dis- 
embarks.

POSITION OF DUBLIN. 
Bo far Dublin has not been included in the 
schedule, but I have reason to believe that 
il official representations were made bv the 
Free State authorities the matter would be 
seriously considered. Dublin vould be m- 
claded in either the outward or the return 
journey quite easily. The Holyhead to Dub- 
in crossing will present no more difficulties 
than the two alternative sea routes to Bel- 
fast from the Cumberland and Scottish coasts. 
As at present arranged, Dublin can take ad- 
vantage of this new aerial enterprise only 
through Belfast. 
If the Free State Government make repre- 
sentatixns now there is, I believe, no real diffi- 
culty in the way of the capital of the Free 
State being linked up.

SPANISH SITUATION. 


NO DANGER OF RED 
REVOLUTION.

The Times, in a leading article, says :— The 
immediate occasion of the explosion in 
Barcelona appears to be significant. The 
people of Catalonia, like the peoples of the 
Basque Provinces and the people of Galicia, 
have never ceased to cherish a profound affec- 
tion for the local liberties which they enjoyed 
from remote antiquity until quite modern 
times under the Charters known as Fueros. 
So strong was this attachment in Catalonia 
that when Philip IV. sought to abolish her 
righta “and privileges in the seventeenth 
century, she delivered herself to the French 
King Louis. XII}. rather than submit. But 
thé tendencies to centralisation and to 
absolutism of the monarchy were too strong to 
be permanently resisted. Philip V., the grand- 
goh of Louis XIV., deprived the province of 
its Cortes and of its rights early in his reign, 
after a stubborn insurrection of the Catalans. 
Barcelona was besieged by the Royal troops, 
nd-Tuesday was the two hundred and ninth 
anniversary of the day on which Rafael 
Casanova, the hero of Catalan liberties, was 
slain upon the walls. The day was chosen 
for a great popular demonstration. 

There have been loud demands for the 
unishment. ‘of incompetent Generals, for 
eavy reductions in the cost of the Army, and 
for the withdrawal of large numbers of troops 
from Morocco. The mutiny at Malaga was 
quickly suppressed, but it was an unpleasant 
symptom. e Army is sore and exasperated, 
and it is supposed in some quarters that a 
portion of the rgnk and file in certain quarters 
are more or less tainted with Syndicalism. 
They may intervene and insist on certain 
changes, as they have often done before; but 
there is no reason to doubt the loyalty of the 
overwhelming majority of all grades to the 
King and to the main principles of the Con- 
stitution. Still less is there reason to imagine 
that anything in the nature of a Red revolu- 
tion wil find the slightest support from the 
Spanish people.

PARIS. OPINION. 


The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—A “general survey of public opinion 
in Paris on Dr. Stresemann’s speech on W 
nesday gives the impression that the French 
are well enough satisfied with it as far as it 
goes. There is, of course, the usual criticism 
that the speech is vague, and that it does 
not definitely announce the cessation of pas- 
sive resistance, which, for the French, is the 
necessary forerunner of a settlement. It seems, 
indeed, to make that cessation depend upon 
an assurance from France that the Ruhr will 
be evacuated and Germany’s sovereignty over 
the Rhineland. be restored. But quite apart 
from the inevitable hastiness of opinion based 
merely on a summary, there seems no doubt 
that, in official circles at least—in which the 
difficulty of Dr. Stresemann’s position is 
clearly recognised—the speech is welcomed, 
not as containing an offer, but as representing 
a genuine effort to make German public 
opinion acquiesce in the ineyitable. 

It is thought that as the result of his 
conversations with M. de Margerie, the 
French Ambassador, Dr. Stresemann under- 
stands the French position perfectly well, and 
that his remarks about the sovereignty of the 
Rhineland, in spite of their apparent strength, 
are intended to reassure his own pegple rather 
than to lay down conditions for French ac- 
ceptance. e French are not contemplating 
any sort of bargain. In any case, the speech 
is considered to have the negative advantage 
o pee no obstacle in the way of an ulti- 
mate settiement.

Business was not sheer money-grabbing; it 
was built up and maintained by conscientious 
trading, by service, and by keeping faith 
with the public. Business certainly needed 
more of the spirit of the Pcie 9 profes- 
sion—of that spirit which sought professional 
integrity from pride and not compulsion. 
The founders of great businesses to-day had, 
all been men who had recognised that the 
essential] basis of business was service. 

NEW SCHOOLS WANTED. 
As to business instruction in schools, Mr. 
McAlpine said that he did not want training 
for business put into the curriculum in the 
form of a series cf new subjects. It ought 
to be grafted into the general instruction. 
There seemed to be room for a new type of 
elementary school which would look more 
to the needs of business, and not divert all 
the best brains to academic scholarship. It 
was important to remember that the capacity 
of business to absorb University-trained men 
and women could easily be exaggerated. The 
brains of industry in the future would be men 
and women who had attended carefully 
organised schools in their business, and not 
University men. 
He wondered whether the time had not 
come for a complete revision of the educational 
machinery. ducation to-day consumed a 
vast amount of money, and a case could, 
he thought, be made out for a new system. 
But opportunities in business were greater 
now than ever before. The modern business 
system needed more brains for its successful 
operation than did. the old one, and new 
openings came every day. There must be 
co-operation between the schools, business, 


and parents.

DANGERS OF 
In the Geographical Section, Dr. Vaughan 
Cornish, of Camberley, a lecturer in geo- 
graphical research, spoke on the position and 
opportunity of the British Empire.

The consolidation of the British Empire 
turned upon the future of colonisation within 
the Empire. There was a school of thought 
which saw the salvation of the home country 
in a reduction of its population, but in order 
to have strategie security in Great. Britain, 
they must be able to meet the air force of a 
European combination, as well as carry out 
the traditional plan of despatching a powerful 
expeditionary force for the support of a 
friendly Power. This active defence requi 

a large populaéion and high development 
technical industries, and therefore could mad 
be sustained by a rural Britain., 

The economic argument for reduced popula 
tion had received ready, but uncritical, ass 
owing to the great want of employment since 
the war. It was stated that Britain would 
never be able to support in proper comfort 
a population of 43,000,000— the present figure. 
The population which could be sustained in 
the home country depended to an exceptional 
degree upon the population and prosperity 
of the rest of the world; so when the world 
again got into its stride there should he 
improved conditions in Britain, and, as the 
population of the world grew, so should fhe 
number of jobs in Britain increase. 


LIMIT NOT REACHED. 


There is, therefore, he continued, no 
sufficient ground for stating that we have 
passed or reached the limit of population 
which this island can support.

A DONEGAL APPEAL. 


In the Dail Eireann Courts lá Bis 
Commission at Dublin Castle yesterday, before 
Messrs. J. Creed Meredith (Chairman), D. 
Crowley, and St. L. Devitt, the appeal was 
heard the case of Doherty and others v. 
Harkin and others in an action which had 
reference to turbary ns ns in County Donegal. 
The plaintiffs (respondents), Bernard Dohert 
and others, of Ballyharry, County Donegal, 
farmers, claimed from “the defendants 
(appellants), Thomas Harkin and -Michael 
Harkin, also of Ballyharry, and Lord Shaftes- 
bury, rights of turbary on a mountain adjoin- 
ing their holdings. 

‘he plaintiffs’ case was that for many years 
prior to June, 1905, they and their predeces- 
sors in title were judicial tenants of Lord 
Shaftesbury, and were entitled to the turbary 
upon the whole of a mountain bog. In June, 
1905, they purchased their holdings under the 
Land Purchase Act, and retained the right of 
turbary on the mountain. In June, 1921, the 
defendants, ‘Thomas and Michael _ Harkin, 
wrongly refused to permit them to cut turbery 
there, and wrongfully instituted proceedings 
against. them for cutting turf, claiming to be 
entitled to-absolute right. and ownership of 
that portion of the mountain bog, and refused 
to recognise the plaintiffs’ right. The plain- 
tiffs claimed a declaration that they were en- 
titled to cut and stack turf from the whole 
of the mountain bog, including the portion 
claimed by the defendants, the rkins; and 
that Lord Shaftesbury and the other de- 
fendants held the mountain bog in trust for 
the ‘plaintiffs. They also claimed an injunc- 
tion restraining the defendants, the Harkins, 
from further interfering with their rights, and 
damages for interference by the Harkins. 

At the District Court at Carndonagh Mr. 
Power granted an injunction to restrain the 
defendants, the Harkins, from interfering with 
the plaintiffs in cutting turf for their reason- 
able requirements on the defendants’ holding, 

and dismissed s civil bill by the Harkins 
against one of the plaintiffs in the first action, 
whom he sued for trespass. From this deci- 
sion the defendants appealed. i

An important case, which raised the juris- 
diction of the Northern Parliament over 
shipping in Belfast Loughs was heard yester- 
day in the Belfast Police Court, when the 
Abercorn Steamship Company, owners of the 
pleasure steamer Greyhound, which sails be- 
tween Belfast and Bangor, was summoned for 
selling and exposing for sale liquor on Sun- 
day, 26th August, and Sunday, 2nd Septem- 
ber, contrary to the recent Licensing Act. 

Mr. J. C. Davison (instructed by Mr. Mocr- 
head, Chief Crown Solicitor), in opening the 
case for the Crown, said that it raised rather 
large questions of law, and he understood that 
questions of international law were being 
raised, and the whole jurisdiction of the 
Northern Parliament was being questioned. 
He thought there would be no question about 
the facts, because the sale was made de- 
liberately with the intention of raising the 
question. The sale began immediately the 
boat got outside the municipal boundary and 
continued until they. got to Bangor. A very 
brisk trade was done in intoxicating liquor 
on the voyage. The defendant wes warned 
before the offence that a prosecution would 
follow if any sale were attempted. 

The first point that their worships would 
have to deal with would be to construe the 
Act of 1920, and see how far the jurisdiction 
of the Northern Parliament extended, as he 
understood ‘the contention on behalf of the 
defendant was that that jurisdiction was 
limited to the six Parliamentary counties and 
the two Parliamentary boroughs of Northern 
Ireland—the mere land of these—and that it 
did not extend in any respect to the sea; that 
the statutes of the Northern Parliament are 


Fonly operative on the land. 


MARITIME TERRITORIES. 

Mr. Gray—There is no three-mile limit? 

Mr. Davison—Really the question of the 
three-mile limit does not arise in this case, 
because the sale took place within the harbour 
of Belfast. Mr. Davison said that the Act of 
1920 dealt with what comprised Northern and 
Southern Ireland. The two Parliaments had 
co-equal jurisdiction, and every section dealt 
with Northern and Southern Ireland ' in the 
same way, executive power and everything 
else: To give Sub-section 2 the construction 
contended by the defendants would lead to 
the most. absurd results, and results that no 
one could attribute was the intention of the 
Imperial Government.: They must apply to it 
the ordinary rules of construction and the 
ordinary principles of law. One. of the ele- 
mentary principles of our law was that when- 
ever there was a grant everything went with 
that grant which was usually enjoyed with it.

THE JANINA MURDERS, 
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REOUIEM MASS IN 
DUBLIN. 


There was a crowded congregation at the 
Pro-Cathedral, Marlborough street, Dublin, 
yesterday, when Requiem High Mass was 
celebrated for the Italian officers who were 
assassinated at Janina. Close on two hundred 
members of the Italian community in Dublin, 
headed by the Italian Consul. Signor ..adem- 
lenski, and a number of foreign sympathisers 
were present. 

The large catafalque in the centre of the 
Cathedral was draped with the Italian flag, 
and flowers were laid on it by children wear- 
ing the Italia. colours. It was surrounded by 
a guard of honour composed cf members of 
the .Fascisti Legion, wearing their war 
decorations, and headed by Signor Radoani, 
an officer, who was dressed in the uniform of 
the Fascisti. “At the Etevation the guard 
saluted in Fascist fashion, and remained for 
some time with extended arms. Chopin's 
March was: played at the beginning of the 
Mass. 

The celebrant of the Mass was the Rev. T. 
Farrell, C.C., Pro-Cathedral. The deacon and 
sub-deacon were respectively the Rev. J.
